Prance Reqneeted to Assist China in 
Obtaining Money to Meet 
War Expenses. 

London, May 8. — A despatch to the 
Standard from Berlin says that rumors are 
ourronb that a six per cent. Chineao war In- 
demnity loan will bo issued at 102. 

A deapatoh to tho Times from Paris says 
that Japan has surpassed tho hopes of the 
friends of peaoe, and even tho conditions ar- 
ranged by Russia, France and Germany. 
In a leador the Times says : " Wo wel- 
come Japan'B decision with satisfaction, aa 
removing a dangor to the peace of the far 
east. Had Japan allowed hersolf to become 
implicated in a struggle with Rmsia, tho 
poaco of tho world would havo been jeopar- 
dizad. " 

A dlspatoh from Shanghai says tho Chin- 
ese Emperor has written to tho Czar and 
President Faure, asking for assistance to 
meot tho war eiponses, and promising to 
grant Important commercial advantages to 
Russia and Franca in return therefor. 

Ib is reported that in consideration of 
Japan's abandonment of the Loaotong pen- 
insula, eho will receivo an additional in- 
demnity of £10,000,000. 

Five thousand soldiers have startod from 
Canton for Formosa to suppress the ex- 
pooted opposition of the Blaok Flags to tho 
occupation of that iaiand by the Japanese, 
according to the terms of tho treaty of 
peace between China and Japan. 

Tho Frenoh press, generally epeaking, is 
satisfied with tho course Japan has adopted 
regarding the remonstrance of tho powers 
sb to tho treaty of peace with China. Na- 
turally, however, there are a fow dissenting 
voices. La Lantorne says : " We shall be 
dupes of Russia unless an agreement of the 
three powers also applies to the settlement 
of tho Egyptian question, and Russia re- 
turns on the bank of the Nile the aorvico 
she has just received from ub." 

lb is stated that France is negotiating 
with Japan regarding the recession of For- 
mosa and tho Poaoadoro islands to China. 
France insists that in the event of Japan 
holding the Islands the strength of the Jap- 
anese garrisons and tho number of warships 
must be limited, 

Tho North German Gazette says that the 
Japanese representatives ni St. Petersburg, 
Berlin and Paris acquainted the cabinets of 
Russia, Germany and France on Sunday last 
that Japan renounood her claim to the Leao 
Tong peninsula, including Port Arthur. 
Japan's first answer to the remonstrances of 
the powers was not aooepted because she 
maintained her claim to Port Arthur, bub 
her Gnal answer was given wltnont further 
pressure. Continuing, the North Gorman 
Gazette applauds tho prescience and wisdom 
of the Japanese statesmen, and assorts that 
tho powers did nob dosiro to doprlve Japan 
of tho fruits of her victory, but only to averb 
dangors to the peaceful development of East- 
ern Asia. In conoluslon, the North German 
Gazette Bays thab besides tho inoroased in- 
demnity which Japan will presumably re- 
ceive, sho might also benefit by the amity of 
the three powers and the full recognition of 
the position she has acquired. 

A dlspatoh in the Figaro this morning, 
commenting upon the attitude of the United 
StateB toward Japan, sayB : " What pre- 
vented tho United States from joining Eng- 
land at the time of tho intervention of the 
threo powerB in the East was not indiffer- 
enoe toward Japan, which has now become 
a greab power, bub a desire to remain faith- 
ful to hor traditional policy. Tho United 
States would not raise an objection to 
Japan's taking the Gulf of Pochili. This 
attitude olearod tho political horizon when 
the three powers did not rooognize the 
treaty of Shimonosokl." 

Lo Matin romarks : " A change has oo- 
currod in tho world outside of Europe. 
England no longer laya down tho law. If 
chcatnuta aro to bo taken out of the fire 
thoro will alao bo largo pieces takon out of 
cortain mouths, and this is only the begin- 
ning." 

SiiANmiAi, May 8. — It is stated here that 
tho ratifications of the troaty of poace bo- 
twoon China and Japan wero oxchangod to- 
day at Chofoo. Ib la reported that Sir 
Robort Hart, inepeotor-genoral of Chinese 
customs, guaranteed the payment of tho ad- 
ditional indemnity demanded by Japan as a 
result of relinquishing hor claim to the Leao 
Tong peninsula in compliance with the 
views of Russia, Franco and Gormany. Sir 
Robort Harb, howovor, makes his guarantee 
conditional on tho financing of tho total in- 
domity boing left !n his hands." 

TROUBLE IN ECUADOR. 

Revolution Impending— The Outcome of Popu- 
lar Dissatisfaction Over the " Esmer- 
alda " Ail'air. 

Washington City, May 8.— Tho fact haa 
leaked out at tho navy department, aftor 
having boen successfully hiddon from tho 
public for ovor a weok, thab tho United 
StatoB Bteamor Ranger had boen ordered 
from Buono Ventura, Colombia, on May 2 
to Eemoralda, a port in Northern Ecuador, 
whero Bho probably has boon for tho last 
four dayB, tho voyage boing only about 450 
milos in length. This order was issuod at 
bhe rcquesb of tho state department, whoro 
it wab statod tho request had boon made 
booaueo the department had boon convinced 
by representations mado by Americans hav- 
ing interests in Ecuador thab ib would bo 
wiao to do ao. No furthor Btatomonb bb to 
bho nature of tho trouble in Kouador could 
bo gathorod ab tho state dopartmonb, but 
from othor sources it Is loornod that a 
revolution is boliovod to bo Impending in 
thab country as tho ontcomo of tho bittor 
popular dissatisfaction ongonderod by tho 
nso of the Eouadoroan flag to covor tho 
transfor to Japan of the Chilian oruisor 
Esmoralda laat winter.

IRON WORKER [STRIKES. 

Six Furnaces Shut Down lu Kansas— Twelve 
Hundred Hen Go Out in 
Chicago. 

Chicago, May' 8. — Twelve hundred men 
employed in {the blast departmenb of the 
Illinois Steel company mills, ab South Chi 
oago, quit work yesterday morning. Two 
furnaces were shub down as the reaulb and 
bhe abrikera expeob bo have sympathizers 
enough to spread dissatisfaction to other 
quarters. Ib is likely that four other fur- 
naces will be compelled to suspend work. 
The men employed In the blast fnrnaoe 
works wanb to divide the labor fairly. Thoy 
aro nob receiving wages bhat enable bhem to 
live. Two years ago tho men claim they 
were being paid §2 10 for work that they 
aro now doing for $1.60. Everything Ib 
quite orderly at tho mills. 

Pittsburg, Kansas, May 8. — Several 
months ago tho smelter men employed in 
tho furnaces of the Cherokee district, com- 
prising Crawford and Cherokeo oountioe, ao- 
oepted a 15 por cent, reduotion in wages 
with the promise that ib would bo restored 
aa tho prices of manufactured zinc advanocd. 
Yesterday a committee called on the em- 
ployers to restore wages. On being refused 
the men walked out, oausing tho complete 
shub down of six furnaces hero.

NICARAGUAN INDEMNITY. 

The Honey Will Be Ready In TImo-Talk of 
a Central American Combination. 

Managua, May 8.— There is no longer 
any doubt that Greab Britain will receive 
the Indemniby on time. - Tho £15,000 ster- 
ling to bo paid by Nicaragua to Greab Bri- 
tain has been raised here by popular dona- 
tions. Three German mercantile firmB have 
given about £2,000, and bhe 
whole amount will be roady bo 
be paid in London in a few 
days. The raising of bhe money has croat- 
ed a popular feoling in Nicaragua againat 
Great Britain whioh is now Btrongor than 
when the British landed at Corlnto. The 
general opinion Beems to be that the Central 
American republics will form a combination, 
possibly socrot, against Britain and bhat 
everybhing possible will bo done to exolude 
British goods from Central America. 



NEWFOUNDLAND AND CANADA- 

Confederation Practically Abandoned— The 
Financial Question the Great Issue. 

ST. Johns, Nfld.— May 8— (Special)— The 
Daily News, Independent, Bays It Ib 
open secret that confederation 
with Canada haa been practically 
abandoned. Tho government has decided to 
repudiate tho course of tho dolegatos to Ot- 
tawa and will attompt to carry tho colony 
by means of retrenchments. The 
Bchemo indules bhe cutting down 
of tho judicial departments, public 
grants and oortain offices. Tho government 
will then appoal to English and American 
financiers for a loan to covor present liabili- 
ties. Ibis expected that these financiers 
will bo satisfied to lend tho money required 
on tho promised genuineness of the retrench- 
ment. It is said the legislature will further 
adjourn to-morrow, owing to bho non re- 
oeipb of dispatchoB from tho Imperial gov-

MANITOBA SCHOOL QUESTION.

Legislature Opens To-day-A Hinister Says 
the Order Cannot Be Obeyed. 

Winnipeg, May 8.— (Special)— The mem- 
bers are nearly all in the city for the re. 
assembling of the Manitoba legislature to- 
morrow, when the Dominion remedial order 
comes up for disouasion. A cabinet minis- 
ter said this afternoon that there could be 
but one answer to the Dominion order and 
thab was that It could nob be 
obeyed. Thab was patent to every- 
body. The Intelligent Roman Catholics 
of the Province did nob wanb the old ays- 
torn re-introduced no matter how much they 
might wanb separabe schools. No one in 
bhe province would bo satisfied to have bho 
government again go back bo the old system 
of having the money handed over to two 
boards and then loao all control of ib. 

" Will bhe memorial in reply conbain any 
suggestion of compromise ?" was asked. 

" Ib is hard bo say whab would suggeab a 
compromise to the minds of some people, 
but I fanoy you will not Und muoh compro- 
mise about the document " 

" Is ib likely thab a dissolution will take 
place Immediately on the reply being 
given ? " 

" That matter haB not been up for deoision, 
but in any ovenb tho house would certainly 
not bo dissolved dlreot from the session." 

" How about tho rumor that you will 
meot only to adjourn, and that there will be 
no quorum 2" 

" I think to-morrow afternoon will find a 
quorum in tho house, and also think you 
will find that the houso will continue to 
wind up ita busineas." 

" Will it then proroguo or adjourn fur- 
thor I" 

" There ia nothing now to indicato that 
the house will bo prorogued." 

Another leading politician aays that, on 
good authority, he had been informed thab 
the Governor-Gonerol had written directly 
to the Premior advising an adjournment for 
tho further consideration of tho question. 
If this wore the oaBo, tho government's 
oourBo would bo clear, and an adjournment 
would bo inovitablo. In bho meantime the 
Dominion house would finish its session, 
and the quoBtion of school legislation lofb 
ovor bill tho ooming olootions should have 
appointed anothor parliament to dual with ib. 



THE GOLD STANDARD. 

Endeavor to Prevent England Entertaining 
Untangling Proposals. 

New York, May 8. — A special dispatch 
from London to the Evoning Post sayB : 
" The association hero for tho dofencoof the 
gold standard is proparlng a memorial to the 
Chancellor of tho Exohcquer praying tho 
government to avoid oven entangling pro- 
posal whioh might load persons abroad or 
at homo to boliovo th&t England Is prepared 
to depart from the gold standard."

It is probable that 
the police force would havo been rnducod if 
it had not been for the recont burglaries. 

Mr. Towneond speaks after visiting 200 
farms in tho Chilliwack district. His 
journey was made to collect statistics and 
to make a last trip in connection with the 
soed distribution. The farmers had finished 
their seeding operations, and all wero satis- 
fied at the way tho seed had been distri- 
buted. Oats and peas, which woro the prin- 
cipal orops seen, looked vigorous. The acre- 
age of potatoes was far larger than ever 
before. All tho other orops looked promis- 
ing. The young orchards presented a 
splendid appearanco and wero well cared 
for. Mr. TownBend expresses himself as 
particularly hopoful of a prosperous Beason 
among the Fraser river farmers. 

The exoellent educational work done by 
the Board of Horticulture Is, according to 
Mr. Townsend, evident on all sides, tho in- 
telligent Interest and incroaBod practical 
knowledgo apparont in the district being an 
nomlstakeablo toBtimony to tho groat value 
of the good work which has and is still be- 
ing done by the board. It is satisfactory to 
learn, too, that there is a good prospeot of 
the recently formed Fruitgrowers' Associa- 
tion proving both useful and profitable to 
the distriot, which will doubtless benefit 
considerably in tho direction of growers se- 
curing higher rates all round for their pro- 
duce. Jt will also raise the standard of the 
quality of the fruit Bent out, the improve- 
ment of tho selection, grading and packing 
for market being among tho objects of the 
association.

The Manhabtan TruBb Company of Now 
York, whioh holds a mortgago on the road, 
has agreed to pay Larson's olalm, payments 
to bo made in instalments covering a pericd 
of three years. 

The deal for the War Eagle mine, in 
Trail Crook distriot, has boon declared off. 
The sale was to havo been for $1,000,000, a 
very good price considering that tho prop- 
erty was purohased for $17,000 by the pre- 
sent owners. Tho dividends thus tar have 
repaid whatovcr outlay haB been made on 
tho mine. As tho mine is opened up it be- 
comes more apparont that it is a bonanza. 
In the face of one of the drifts tho oro is 7 
feet wide, averaging in value about $40. Aa 
tho atookholders are all wealthy men, there 
is no doubt that a plant will bo orected to 
jtroat the output of tho mino on the ground, 
• thereby saving at least $10 a ton on the 
amount now paid for froight and treatment. 

There is quite a movoment in real estate 
in Kaslo, both for lease and sale. The 
townsite company haB notified squatters 
upon its lands that they must leave or be 
ojeotnd, while the clvio authorities have 
given notice, public and private, thab all 
" Btroeb areas occupied by houses, tene- 
ments, mesBuagoB and hereditaments" must 
bo vaoatod by the 15th instant. Hence tho 
rush to secure new sites for housos and 
cabins, which has resulted in some aalea and 
more leases.

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GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 



Districts In British Columbia Where 
Investigations Were Carried Out 
Last Year. 



Some Extracts From the Annual Re 
port lor Last Year of Dr. U. 
M. Dawson.

Dr. George M. Dawson, who Uab ye»r 
Baooeeded Dr. A. R. C. Selwyn as dlreotor 
of the geological ourvoy of the Dominion, 
devotee a good doal of ipaco in bis annual 
sumraary report to British Columbia. Dr. 
Dawson, Mr. J. McEvoy and Mr. R. G. Mo- 
Conneli of the department were engaged iu 
Burvoy work in British Columbia during 
last gammer, Mr. McConnell confining his 
operations to West Kootenay, while Mr. 
MoEvoy was engaged mostly in investig* 
tlons of a number of localities In tho Kam 
loops district, and Dr. Dawson, after work- 
ing in oompBny with Mr. MoEvoy for a 
time, visiting Cariboo and afterwards ro 
joining Mr. MoEvoy and finishing the season 
In thu tjhuswap lake region. Mr. McEvoy 
also made an independent exploration across 
the mountains between the heads of Adams 
and Shuswap lakeB. 

Referring to recent developments of 
economic minerals, tho discovery is men' 
tioned of '* what may prove to be an im- 
portant deposit of cinnabar in the vicinity 
of Coppor oreek, Kamloopa lake. On the 
Rosebush, tho beat looking of this group of 
mines, a oontidorable quantity of rioh ore 
has boen taken out." The Van Winkle 
Hydraulio Mining Co. 'a olaimB on tho 
Fraaor two mllns i.bove Lytton were 
examined, and the working of the benchea 
of the Fraaer are buifl/ described In the re- 
port. 

In speaking of tho geologic formations of 
the Bhoroa of Shuawap lakea, tho report 
Btatea that ■ 

" Tho Shuswap lakes appear to havo been 
excavated in an aroa of the older rookB 
characterised by large and Irregular infolds 
of the Cambrian strata, and one of the most 
notable features mot with ia the great 
abundanoo of quartz veins in the viointiy of 
theae lakes. This whole region ia therefore 
one invitiDg examination by tho prospector, 
and likely, in some places at least, to repeat 
the conditions already found under aimllar 
olrcumatanoes In the West Kootenay dis- 
trict." 

" Daring the time spent on the Sauewap 
LakeB, and whilat Mr. McEvoy waB travel- 
ling northward to tho head ot Adams lake, 
the opportunity waa taken to ascertain the 
depth of these lakea. This was found to be 
extremely uniform over considerable parts 
of their area, but with unexpected and aB 
yet unexplained exceptions. Little Shuawap 
lake has a nearly flit bottom, with a depth 
varying f :om about 58 feet to 74 feeb meas- 
ured in this ua in other cases, from the mean 
high water mark. The deepest water found 
in Great Shuswap lake was 555 feet, about 
six miles northward from Cinnemousun 
NarrowB, in the Seymour arm, but nearly 
the whole lake is notably deep, Adams 
lake however, much exceeds either of tho 
ShuBwap lakes, as it in for a length of some 
twenty miles, aboub 1,150 feet, the greatest 
depth being 1,190 feet. Aa the helghb of 
the surface of this lake la 1,380 feeb above 
the sea level, ita present bed ia therefore 190 
f set only above the sea, although distant 
nearly 200 miles from tho nearest part of the 
ocean." 

Coming next to the Cariboo dlstriot, the 
report dealing with hydraulio mining opera- 
tion there noteB that hitherto the isolation 
of the district from main lines of communi- 
cation bad limited enterprise in this direc- 
tion, bnb during last aummer " work on a 
much larger scale has been actually begun 
in several places with results, so far aa it has 
gone, of a very gratifying charaoter. Cap- 
ital has been interested in this expansion of 
hydraulic mining aufficient to meet the 
heavy initial erpenaea of long ditoheB and 
pipo-linea with the most approved modern 
appliances. Theae operations have already 
drawn general attention to the extensive 
gravel deposits of the Cariboo region, 
which, although loss rich than tho old chan- 
nels originally worked by drifting, are 
enormously greater in area." The renewed 
interest in Cariboo dlstriot is largely attri- 
buted to Mr. J. B Hobson, in charge of the 
Horsefly Hydraulio Mining Co. on the 
South Fork of Queanolle. 

The principal regions examined by Mr. 
McConnell In Weat Kootenay wore Aine- 
worth, Toad Mouutaiti, Ymir mountain and 
vicinity, the mountaina aouth of Balfour, 
part of the Slocan region, Crawford Bay and 
Trail Creek, an endeavor being made to ob- 
tain a general knowlodgo of the geology of 
tho different portions of the diatricb and to 
make aa complete a collection aa possible of 
the representative rooka and minerals. A 
short viait waa paid to the most important 
ming camps of Weab Kootonay, and a brief 
statement Riven of tho principal characteris- 
tics of some of the most important minos, 
allowing to Borne extont tho development 
work dono and the richness and groat aizo 
of the ore bodies.

Boston Baked Beans. 

Although Boston baked boans have 
acbioved a national reputation and are 
servod on many tablos all ovor tho Un- 
ion, it haB ofton boen remarked by con- 
uoissours that nowhere but in tho Hub 
itsolf can tho gonuino article bo found. 

Tho boan itself may bo quito tho same, 
but tho cooking somehow is not. Tho 
dish hasn't tho right tasto; tboro is 
somothiug lacking, though what it is 
impossible for tho disappointed house- 
keeper to toll. 

For tho bouofit of thoso I give tho fol- 
lowing rooipo, which I guarantee will 
bring smiles of coniploto satisfaction to 
tho lips of Boston baked boan loving 
husbands, sous, daughters and guests, 
before whom tho artiolo is placotl. 

Qivo hood to tho minutost dotails, as 
it is upon thoso seomingly unimportant 
points rest tho whole difforonco in tho 
results botwoon the roal Bostony flavor 
of tbo beans when cooked and tho flavor- 
less imitation. 

Take a quart of email white boans, 
and after thoroughly washing them put 
them in plenty of cold wator to soak 
overnight. In tho morning lift thorn 
out of tho wator with a strainer (that 
no drops may be left) and put them in 
a kettle of cold water over tho flro to 
parboil. Lot thorn boil about ton min- 
utes, but not long enough to burst open; 
then removo thorn from tho boiling wa- 
ter and put thorn into tho beau pot to 
bo baked. 

Boforo putting them into tho oven 
proparo a pound of fat salt pork in the 
following manner: Wash tho pork thor- 
oughly and scrapo tho rind until it looks 
white; then take a sharp knifo and gash 
the rind through to tho moat in Aug 
liko strips. Now sink tho pork in t !io 
confer of the beans, bo tho rind will bo 
on a levol with the top of the boans; 
then put in a half teaspoonful of baking 
soda (not baking powder) and 2 large 
tablespoonfuls of common molasses. 
Cover the whole with cold wator and 
put in the oven to bake. Whon tho wa- 
ter oooks away, All up tho pot with 
warm water, but when tho beans are 
nearly dono allow the wator to cook 
nearly away, so that tho rind of the 
pork may cook crisp and dry and tho 
beans brown on top. 

When done, the beans should bo soft, 
but not cracked opon. 

Serve on a plattor, with tho pork in 
the center. Jauk Dodson O'Hebn.

Tho Newfoundlanders, it snems, want 
from Canada a ferry and a hundred mileB of 
railroad to connect thorn with tho railway 
system of the Dominion ; thoy oxpoct be 
sides a bounty on codfish to make up for tho 
bounty paid by tho French Govornment 
to their rivals of that nation. They aUo 
want to havo the Fronoh Bhore dispute 
settled in their favor. All this, of course, 
in addition to tho assumption of thoir debt 
and a fat subsidy to enable them to manage 
their local affairs without heavy taxation, 
From all that we can learn, tho Newfound- 
landers who are willing to entertain the 
question of confederation at all expeot a 
groat deal more from the Dominion than itB 
Government would bo justified in conceding. 
But thore are very many of thorn, most llko- 
ly a majority, who will not acoept Confeder- 
ation on any terms. If thoy are lot alone 
thoy will very likely change thoir minda.

EVIDENCE OF PROGRESS. 



A BROAD PLATFORM. 

Tho British Liberals have beon of late cal- 
culating confidently on the woakening effect 
of divisions alleged to oxist in the Unionist 
party. They Beom to bo undor the impros 
sion that the union between the Liberal 
Unionists and the Conservatives is not going 
to last muoh longer, that tho Opposition is 
undergoing a proceas of rapid disintegra- 
tion. But thoir hopes of dishing the 
Tories aro not so high now as they were a 
little while ago. Thoy are finding that the 
jealousies and tho antipathies on which 
they were building their hopoB of auooess are 
found only among members of narrow minds 
and little influence. Between the 
leading men of the Unioniab party 
it is evident the very best un- 
derstanding exists. They respect and 
admire eaoh other and they are bound to 
stand together, to fight shoulder to shoulder 
as long as there is any danger to the in- 
tegrity of tho Empire. Mr. Chamberlain 
may hold what opiniona he ploasea about 
church establishments and the bast moans 
to assist the working classes in their struggle 
for existence, but as long as he and thoBe 
who think on these subjoota as he does are 
willing in the futuro, as they have done in 
the past, to contend against all-comers for 
the unity of the Empire tho Conservatives 
are glad to act with them to accomplish that 
end unitedly and heartily. Mr. Balfour, 
whoBe influenco with tho Conservatives 
of the nation la undiminished, said 
this, and more than thia, a little while 
ago. In a speech which he made on one of 
the last days of laeb month, ho said : "The 
Unionist alliance aims at the greatness of 
the Empire alone, tho right to subscribe it- 
Belf the Imporial party, to promote sooial 
reform, to maintain industrial liberty, and 
to reslBt socialistic schemes." 

Horo, in a single sentonco, is a wide plat- 
form for a patriotic party having " the Em- 
pire first " (or its motto. The party which, 
besides standing up manfully for tho integ- 
rity of tho Empiro promotes social reform, 
maintains industrial liberty and roBista the 
encroochmentB of SooialiBm, will havo plonty 
to do. ItB members will havo little time or 
Inclination, if thoy do that work thorough- 
ly, to bicker about party loadors or quarrol 
about party namos. 



A COMEDY OF ERRORS. 

Our blundering evening oontomporary ap- 
pears to havo over exertod itself in an offort 
to find in the Trade and Navigation Returns 
Bomo support for|tbo languishing oauso of 
the party of opposition and free-trado-as' 
they-have-it-in-England." The roaulb is a 
very extraordinary jumble occupying half a 
column of tho editorial spaco of its issue of 
yesterday. After a laborod apology for its 
series of miBat&tomonts of tho day before, 
which it coolly attributes to "a typograph- 
ical error " which " crept into our columnB," 
it proceeds : 

"In submitting figure from tho Trade 
and Navigation Returns to show that the 
taxes upon dutiable goods were substantial- 
ly as high as ever they were previous to the 
alleged revision of 1893, through an error 
the year * 1893 ' appeared in the article as 
' 1894.' " 

The above was not what the Times 
claimed to show in its previous iaauo, where 
Ita bolder allegation was that " the tariff 
remainB substantially aa high as ever it 
was." It was no doubb the information 
wibh whioh we kindly supplied lb thab In- 
duood the change from " the tariff" to " the 
taxoB upon dutiable gooda." For oorreotlon 
No. 2 we might remark that the revision 
was not in 1893, but that the new tariff was 
Introduced on March 27, 1894, taking effect 
the following day. The Times proceeds : 

" We repeat tho statement that the taxes 
at present exaoted from tho people upon the 
dutiable goods importod ore higher than 
they were before the sweeping redactions 
took placo. The figuroB from tho Trade and 
Navigation roturns (page vi., 1893 and 1894) 
prove thia." 

Now, there ia nothing at all aboub taxes 
or dutiable goodB on the page indlcatod, but 
charitably assuming that there is another 
" typographical error " somewhere we will 
make correction No, 4, again atating that 
the Trade and Navigation Returna show 
nothing of the kind alleged. The last 
volume — the one the Times cites— covers a 
period of only three months in whioh the 
new tariff wbb In operation, bub notwith- 
standing that nino monthB wore under tho 
old tariff the customB taxoa of the year end 
lug Juno 30, 1894, wore tho Bmalleat for a 
very long period, as the following official 
statement ahowa :

CANADA'S ENEMIES. 

. It ia becoming moro and more ovidenb 
that Newfoundland is not going to fall lov- 
ingly and trustfully into tho arms of the 
Dominion. Thoro is a strong and active 
anti-confodorato party in tho colony. Thoy 
are jealous of Canada, thoy distruBb her 
and they do not believo in hor prosperity.

We vonturo to say 
that Grit newspapers and Grit speeches fur- 
nish the Newfoundland anti-confodoratos 
with all tho pabulum thoy require. Who, 
they will ask, would bo bo unubtorably fool- 
ish aa to caBt in their lot with a peoplo who 
are in tho condition dosoribod by Grit poll 
tlclaua and Grit journallata 1 Who would 
plaoo thoir doatlnioa in tho hands of men so 
corrupt and so inoapablo as Canadians de- 
scribe thoir own rulora to bo? Diatribes and 
denunoiations whioh aro in Canada undor- 
atood by Canadians in a Plokwiokian seneo, 
will bo takon as earnoBb and truth- 
ful characterization by tho mass of 
Newfoundlanders, who know nothing aboub 
Canadian party warfare or the character of 
many of tho politicians of tho Canadian Op 
position. The almplo-mlndod and honoat 
eleotors oannob bo mado to bollovo that any 
olaBS of Canadians could misrepresent thoir 
country and traduco ita publlo mon in Buch 
a way aa Canadian Llborals have done and

The dutiea colleoted, both in the aggro 
gato and in tho poreontago, have boon 
steadily roduced sinoe 18S9, and the present 
year, in whioh tho now tariff has had full 
effect, will show a very material reduction 
Indood. But our contemporary seeks to 
mislead by tho subtorfugo of quietly vary- 
ing ita invention so aB to refor only to tho 
dutiable goods, and discards tho froo list 
with tho remark that " tho froo Hat may 
safoly be left out of tho discussion, 
since ib ia almost wholly moulded in 
the Interests of tho manufacturers and com- 
bines." Hero aro somo samples of tho froo 
goods : Anthraoito coal, used in tho house- 
hold, and not for factory purposes, oamo in 
free to tho extent of $0,355,285. When tho 
dutiea on raw sugar wore takon off the 
prico to tho consumers wbb correspondingly 
rcducud (just as ib will now bo advanced), 
and they thoreforo bonofitod by tho froo ad- 
mission of $6,628, 41D worth of sugar laBt 
year. Wool to tho value of SI, 651, 440 and 
ootton wool and wasto, $3,566,948, oamo in 
froo, tho pooplo gonorally saving what would 
otherwise havo boou addod to tho prico of 
their clothing. So on down a very IoDg 
list, somo of tho principal items of which 
are the following :

Tho free gooda entorod for consumption 
in tho year in quoBtlon were valued at $50,- 
314,801 ; yet our ill-informed oontomporary 
thlnkB tho froo Hat may safoly bo loft out of 
tho discusaion, Tho oaroful roador, how- 
ever, would condomn our contemporary's 
wholo artlolo beoauao of tho groaa rockloBS- 



Mr. J. F. Btogan, member of the Imporial 
Parliament, lately visited Australia after an 
abaenoe of several yoars. Tho first ohange 
that ho notioed was the improved moans of 
communication with that distant part of Her 
Majesty's dominions. He says : 

" I elooted to travel by tho new Canodian 
route along thab great Imporial highway 
which has recently beon opened up by the 
liberality of tho Govornment of the Domin 
ion in association with the onorgy and en 
terprlso of ono of tho leading Austra- 
lian shipowners, Mr. JamoB Huddart. 
Aa a result of this happy and 
potential combination, it will Boon be pos- 
sible to run a swift mail and passenger sor 
vice botwoon tho Mothor Country and her 
Australian possessions without touching an 
Inch of foreign soil or losing for an instant 
ita distinctively and oasentlally Imperial 
atamp or oharaotor. Two links of tho ser- 
vice aro complote and in full working order 
—the Canadian Paclfio railway and the 
line of Btoamora that Mr. Huddart haa es- 
tablished botweon Vanoouvor and Sydnoy — 
and tho remaining third, or Atlantic link, 
is In rapid procoss of manufacture. The 
Government of tho Dominion has guaran- 
teed Mr. Huddart a subsidy of £150,000 per 
annum for ton years to enable him 
to establish a faBt line of steamers on the 
Atlantic as woll as the Paoific, and if the 
Imporial Goverumonb can see its way to con' 
tribute a subsidy of £75,000 as recommend' 
ed by Lord Joraoy in his report on the pro- 
ceedings of tho Ottawa Conference, tho all- 
through British aorvico will be a fully ac- 
complished faot in tho early futuro. On the 
ground of principle, patriotism and policy 
the Home Government ia called upon to co- 
operate with the Canadian and Australian 
Governments In establishing this invaluable 
link of inter-Imperial communication on a 
permanent and mutually satisfactory basis. 
Apart altogether from sontlmental considera- 
tions — andit wouldboa groat miBtako to un- 
derrate tho importanco of thoao in a matter 
vitally affecting the cohesion and unity of 
the Empire— the obviouB nature and the 
peculiar advantages of this routo from the 
standpoint of strategy and Imporial defence 
entitle It at the very loaat to tho modeBt 
subsidy from tho Imporial oxchequor that 
has beon euggeatod by tho Earl of Jersey, 
after hearing the dobato on tho snbjeot at 
tho conferenoo of colonial statoamon in the 
Canadian motropoliB." 

Ib is truly aheering bo soe this glowing 
oommondation by a diaintoreBtod observer of 
a great colonial enterprise. Direct 
Bteamahlp communication botweon Can- 
ada and Australia was oponod after muoh 
hesitation and with many doubts. There 
were many who prodiotod for ib speedy fail- 
ure, and who questioned its usefulness, 
either to tho colonies concerned or to tho 
Mothor Country. Tho testimony of suoh a 
man as Mr. Hogan to Its advantages from 
an Imperial standpoint aro at this early 
stage of its development peculiarly valuable 
For, let the convlotion of its utility from an 
Imperial point of viow onoe take root, and 
ita success is assured. From all that wu 
can learn its prospects, both as a passenger 
and a commorolal lino, aro bright, and ib 
only wants tho aid and tho coun- 
tenance of tho Imperial Govern- 
ment to make ib ono of bhe 
moBb sucooBBful, aB lb is ono of tho mosb im 
portanb, enterprisoa of tho century.

Regular Sessions Will Begin To day 
at the Metropolitan Methodist 
Church. 



Yesterday Taken Up With Ministerial 
Members' Meetingr-Diaclpline 
and Character. 



The Woman's Friendly Association have 
decided to continue tho work of aid- 
ing the destitute, whioh thoy have 
been carrying on for somo time 
past, their efforts having been thus far 
attended with satisfactory roaults. The 
greatest caution la exercised in the giving 
of relief, ao that those who render assistance 
to tho association may rest assured their 
gifts will not find their way into undeserv- 
ing hands.

J. Hall as Grand M. at A. The 
Grand Chanoollor gave an interesting ac- 
count of his rocenb visit to tho various sub- 
ordinate lodgeB in the domain, and urged 
tho representatives to tho Grand Lodgo to 
work for tho bast intorosts of their lodges 
and tho order at tho annual BOBaion to be 
hold in Vancouvor noxt month.

The ministerial soeaion of the British Col- 
umbia Methodist Conference ocoupled the 
whole of yer.terday, tho joint sittings of lay 
and ministerial members nob beginning Ulj 
to-day. 

At half-past nine yesterday morning tho 
sosslon opened in the Metropolitan church, 
Rev. T. W. Hall, of Westminster, presiding, 
and Rev. W. W. Baer acting as secretary. 

To a large oxtent tho buainess of the min- 
isterial session is conduoted privatoly, as it 
deals with questions having to do with the 
conduct of ministers, and other subjectB of 
disoiplino not considered as of a publio 
character. 

The secretaries of the various districts, 
oxoept Simpson, reported that there wore 
no charges against tho membors of confer- 
ence in their districts during tho year. The 
ohiof offioora of the Simpson district were 
nob presenb, and in conaequonce no report 
was mado, Daring tho morning session tho 
names of two probationers were " dropped 
In silence '' for irregularities, whioh did not, 
however, affeob their ministerial character, 
Rev. E. Victor Smith, now at tho Wesleyan 
Theologioal college, Montreal, was continued 
on probation. This finlahed the morning 
session, an adjournment beiDg taken at 
noon. 

At two o'olook the session resumed tho 
consideration of ministerial character and 
the standing of probationers. Rev. S.Wil- 
kinson and Rev. Jas. HiokB, of Kamloops 
district, wero continued on probation and 
the latter ordered to be sent 
to college. Rov. A. R. Sharp and Rev. W. 
E. Moody of Westminster district were 
continued on trial. Rev. E. Miohener, now 
at Viotoria University, Toronto, wes con- 
tinued on probation and in attendance ab 
college. Rev. A. J. Gaobel was " discon- 
tinued from probation." The case of Rov. 
Roland Williams, a probationer, was de- 
ferred to awaib Information regarding him 
while under tho British conference, 

A long discussion followed, which ocou- 
piod a large part of the afternoon, relative 
to the deoiBion of the court of appeal in the 
oaso of Rav. W. L. Hall, who had last year 
been received from the Salvation Army 
Tho appoal was against hia reception into 
full connection with the oonferenoe, on the 
ground that the Salvation Army does nob 
afford the nocaaaary preparation and course 
of study. The matter was undecided at 
adjournment. 

Rev. C. Bryant and Rev. T. D. Poarson 
wero continued in their relation of superan- 
nuated ministers. 

Rev. J. E. Rosemon, of Endorby, who 
has been doing occasional work for the con- 
foronoe was continued in his present rela- 
tion. Rev. P. C. L. Harris, B A., realgnod 
from tho miniatry and tho resignation was 
accepted, Rov. I) D. Birka and Rev. J. 
D. Knox woro reoeivod into full communion 
and tho ceremony of ordination will bo con- 
ducted on Friday evonlng. 

This closed the day's work with tho ex- 
coption of tho grand temperance rally in tho 
ovening. 

Tho stationing committeo had a session 
yoaterday, and to-day tho firsb draft of sta- 
tions will bo laid on tho tablo and made 
publio. 

Rov. Jamos Woodsworth, superintendent 
of missions, waa yoetorday by invitation of 
tho conference given a seat on tho platform 
as a corresponding member.

That the Loss of the " Earle " 
Is Too Certain, 



Who Composed the 111- Fated Crew- 
The Coast Sealing- Fleet Will 
Not Clear Expenses.

By tho return from tho sealing yeBtor- 
day of the Bohooner Libbie, Captain Frod 
Hackett, additional evldonce was obtained 
of the truth of tho report brought by the 
Dora Sieword in tho morning of tho Iobb of 
the Walter A. Karlo. Captain Hackett had 
nob sighted the overturned vessel himself, 
but ho too had fallen in with the Favorite, 
and Captain MoLoan had given him all tho 
particulars of tho dlsaBtor of whioh he was 
possessed. 

The Libbie shared with tho Favorite and 
the Earlo the fury of tho Eaater storm in 
which the latter met her doom and, accord- 
ing to Captain Haokott, a worse blow was 
nevor ridden out by any of tho fleet. The 
Libbie oxperienood the usual run of bad seal- 
ing weather all along tho coast and, being 
able to lowor her boats only fourteen times 
in March and eleven in April, brings homo 
but 234 skina to ahow for hor aprlng opera- 1 
tlons. Sho too waB hunting about 
30 miles off tho Pappalonaa 
littlo submerged reef to the eouth 
of Cipo St. Ellas — when the Easter storm 
came on. Tho morning of Saturday the 
13th, tho day beforo the storm, was remark 
able for Ite bright weather and all tho seal 
ers in the locality made the moat of it. The 
barometor oommencod to fall aoon after noon 
however, and so quiokly did it drop from 
20 30 to 28 30 that all the boats and canoes 
were hastily signalled to return. 

Then •' 
fierce 

fsahings'and shreds of rope and cam ai went 
whiatling away In tho air. For all the awful 
night the Libbie as well as the Favorite 
fought the tempest, nor oould sho do more 
than with difficulty hold her own. 

The throe schooners had beforo this been 
togobher ; after tho storm the Libbie sighted 
only tho Favorite, and on noxt speaking hor, 
Capbain Hackebb received the news, of the 
wreck of the Earle, whioh ho had 
already guessed, from Captain MoLoan 
Tho latter's Indian boatmen bad by that 
time Investigated the character of the 
turned-turtle and had nob only deciphered 
hor name, tho Walter A. Earlo, but had 
made out her rudder gone, and thus satis 
fied themselves as to the direct cauae of the 
capsizing. 

Asked yeaterday as to tho possibility that 
some of the Earlo's pooplo had survived, 
Captain Haokott shook his hoad negatively. 

" I'm afraid nob," he aald, "There can bo 
no doubt about It thab the schooner is losb 
and that tho poor follows aboard were oof- 
fined in her — thoBo who woro not swept 
overboard in bhe aborm. The worsb of ib ia, 
too, sealing men boliove that more than tho 
Earle went down In that same torrible 
storm, and any ono of the incoming Hoot 
may bring news of a second similar disaster. 
Wreckage in largo quantity iB Bfloat twenty 
miles south of the Pappalonaa, and ab a 
greater distance still from the spot whero 
Captain MoLean pioked up tho mainsail of 
the lost Earlo. Ib is hardly likely that 
the wrookage could havo drifted ao 
far in so short a time, and 
ib is theroforo probable thab there 
has been a second wreok I sincerely hope 
there has not bub tho goneral belief of the 
sealing men is that there has." 

The loat Earlo waa ono of tho besb known 
sealers along tho coast and ono of the 
staunchest. Sho was, too, tho only one of 
the aoallng fleet of '95 to carry a hunting 
crew made up of Indiana from this city and 
vicinity, and tho distress at her loss is in 
oonsequoneo the moro gonoral hero. Sho 
had workod up tho coaat In company with 
tho Favorite, Libbio and Katherino, and 
was doing fairly among tho soalB when ovor- 
taken by the fatal storm. Captain Magne- 
eon, who commandod tho Earlo this souson 
and last, waa a native of Norway, agod 3,'J 
yoars — a couain of Mr, A. Mugneaon of the 
owning firm of Thomaa Earlo & Co. Mate 
Henry Buhr was an Icelander, 36 years old, 
an oxporlencod senior and mariner who had 
boon with hia oaptain for Bevoral seasons. 
Tho other white mombors of tho crow wero 
Broatrup Boruor, tho cook, asingloman, Nor- 
wegian by birth and 30 yoarB of age ; 
William J. Douglas, A. B., marriod and 
a resident of Duncan station, a native of 
Scotland, aged 20; W. H. Wyman, A.B., 
singlo, 30 yoars old, a natlvo of Nottingham, 
Eng., and ono of tho Agnes Macdonald a last 
season's orew on tho Japanese coast ; and 
Adolf E Shute, aged 23, alngle, and a Ger- 
man by birth. Ot tho 2(j nativo huntora and 
boatmen 12 wero from Victoria, Songhooa 
and Saanioh boyB ; there wero alao five 
Sooko mon, six from Booohor Bay, two 
from Motohosin and ono from Cowiohan. 
Tho lost aohoonor was nino yoars old, of San 
Franoiaoo build and known along the ooaat 
aB well by hor former name, Sylvia Hardy, 
as by that whioh Bho bore ab the time of hor 
loss. The nama was obanged with tho ves- 
sel's regiator a fow yoars ago, when aho was 
purchased for sealing by Thomas Eirlo & 
Co. Tho Earlo was woll built and sound ; a 
orafb of G8 tons and tho following dimen- 
sions : Length, 75. (i foot ; beam, 23 foot ; 
dopbh, 7 7 foot. Sho waB vuluod ab about 
$10,000 bb sho floatod and was partially in- 
Btirod.

Woiunu boiug a croaturo of change- 
able mind, it keeps the artists and de- 
signers in a continual state of mental 
activity to evolvo something having now 
fenturoB, at least for every day in the 
year. It was not enough for them to 
tring out tho Russian blouso and then 
rest upon thoir laurels. There must be 
something a littlo different, and so tho 
qucor "nor fish nor flesh" waists now 
offered ns uovoltios. Thero is one whieh 
embodies tho pointod waist, tho hoavily 
embroidored Spanish jackofc aad the 
Russian blouse offoot all togother. Tho 
waist has a pointod volvofc bolt of a rioh 
dark bluo, a volvot jacket almost cover- 
ed with gold ombroidory aud a doublo 
plait hanging ovor in tho approved 
fashion, with four dull gold buttons. 
Tho plait itsolf is of old gold armuro. 
Thero aro bluo volvofe ribbons carried 
around tho arm sizes and tiod in littlo 
bows upon tho shoulders. Tho collar is

embroidorod stillly with gold. Tho 
sleeves aro of the doop implosbluo poult 
de soie, with cull's of tho old gold. Tho 
skirt is like tho sleeves and is cut mo- 
dium wide. Tho front seams aro left 
open ovor a dark bluo velvet inset, and 
this is heavily wrought with gold. 
Thero aro iiO dull gold buttons on tho 
skirt aud buttonholes simulated with 
dark bins tr.'isfr B::t wing bows aro sot 
at the top. Theso insets aro vory pretty 
and afford a moans of widening any 
skirt that is scarcoly as large around 
tho bottom as might be dosirod. 

Another novelty in tho blouso offoot 
has a snug lining, over which is laid a 
waist of chenoy silk, with a slight droop 
exactly in front, over tho round belt. 
Thoro aro two straps laid like brotolles 
from tho front to tho back ovor the 
shoulders. Theso aro piped with emer- 
ald green silk.

It is quite possiblo with tho new fash- 
ion to transform a plain corsage into n 
Russian by means of tho addition of 
looped straps. I remember a oaso where 
the waist was of olivo groon volvet and 
heliotropo satin duchess. Tho sloovos 
and lower portion of the waist wore of 
tho palo holiotropo, whilo tho deup bolt 
and yoko wore of tho velvot. On tho 
front of tho waist woro fastonod throe 
straps of rich holiotropo satin, with an 
arabesque pattern of tho volvot appliquo 
and sot with an oxtremoly narrow gold 
oord. One of the straps was simply dou- 
bled over and reached tho bolt. Tho oth- 
er two had fancy gold and groon passo- 
inentorio Arnaments at tho head. Two 
bands woro laid down tho front of tho 
skirt, aud another ono bordered tho on- 
tiro skirt, which was cut with a domi- 
train. 

Cotton dresses aromado and trimmed 
with quito as much caro as woolen and

mado cotton dress is a pleasant thing to 
look at. Thoro is a now linen brocado 
with horo and thoro a throad of puro 
silk, which lightens it up woudorfully. 
This linon stuff' will bo much omployod 
In tho making of tho shirtwaists which 
will soon bo soon every whoro. Ono mado 
of a dark bluo linen was out so as to 
show a white chomisotto front and whit© 
linon collar. Thoro was tho plaited 
blouso offoot. Thero will soon bo shown 
thoso shirt waists mado of madras plaids 
and cotton choviot; also tho protty cot- 
ton polisso. Thero will also bo shown 



blouse waists for children with three 
box plaits down tho front, odgod with 
white or black soutacho, according to 
the color of tho blouse. Thoro aro bulls, 
flax, pink and bluo piques used for this 
purpose. Nearly all of those will have a 
Wide sailor collar, but tho necks will bo 
high. -Skirts to match will bo tho rulo. 
Bishop sleeves, with doop ouffs, aro tho 
only suitable ones with thoso. Tho same 
stylo of making will bo followod in tho 
linens, galateas and other strong cotton 
goods. 

There have been somo now develop- 
ments in bonnets dostinod for lato 
spring. Thoso are hate and bonnets, 
both mado over vory light wire frames, 
and aro of lace, chiffon, silk, tissuo, net 
and mull. Thoso delicate matorials will 
bo puffed and shirred and mado as light 
and airy as possible, and tho fluff and 
lightnoss will bo gathored and hold with 
sparkling huoklos, and occasionally somo 
dainty and delicato flower, like volvot 
forgotmenot, bluot or perhaps a scarlet 
goranium. Whatever it is it will bo 
protty. 

For moro immediato woar there may 
bo said to bo throo loading stylos. Tho 
Napoleon shape, tho Continental and 
tho quoor but outo littlo Dutoh bonnets 
aro thoir names. Tho Napoleon and Con- 
tinental aro very chic and stylish, but 
tho oloso littlo bounots that have flat 
tops and fussy littlo rosottes at tho sides 
aro most becoming. Tho Dutch bonnet, 
as it is called, is flat on tho top and 
oftou has no trimmings at all boyond 
tho rosottes. It is intended to sot far 
baok on tho head, and for that reason it 
is much affected by thoso who woar 
thoir hair in tho looso bandoaux. Some 
of theso hats have tho crown of shining 
straws, othors a mass of ppanglos of dif- 
ferent lusters. All of them aro oddly 
and quaintly protty. I will mention ono 
moro oddity in tho way of hat trimming, 
and that is the bunch of emu foathers 
that ono often sees standing up on ono 
sido. Souio BO years ago thoro was a 
rago for emu foathers for not only mil- 
linery, but for dress trimmings as well, 
and protty muffs and collarottos wero 
made of thorn. 

Thoro aro fowor now dress matorials 
displayed now than at any other timo 
this soason, still thoro aro very many 
protty dosigns of mohair figures, these 
mohairs and brilliantines aro shown in 
all tho brilliant tints of tho season, and 
thoy aro especially valuable for house 
gowns, as thoy aro bright and showy 
and novor catch dust. I havo also soon 
somo of thoso with flower dosigns and 
othor patterns printed on. Thoro aro 
also many with wovou figures. 

Tho chonoy taflota and gros do lon- 
dres, plaid taffetas, silk cropon with 
pompadour figures and corah oashmero 
are all oxtremoly fino and elegant and 
aro used for both waists aud skirts — all 
but tho plaid. Thoro aro somo vory 
dainty cotton homespuns, ha dull au<3 
bright colors, and thoy will bo employed 
for full gowns and waists. The swiss 
bolts in fancy stamped aud perforated 
leather will bo worn by young pooplo 
with light gowns. Dotted swiBS is a 
primo favorite. Tho smallor the dots 
tho hotter.

A Practical Case For Playing Cards. 

That playing cards should bo kept 
noat and olean, with smooth edges, is 
essential to the comfort of tho gamo, 
whethor it be whist, ouohre or hearts. 
This little dovico can bo trusted to holp 




to that good end. It oau bo mado with 
very littlo troublo and is really so at- 
tractive as to bo an addition to tho 
taste, besides serving its moro prosaio 
uso. 

To make it select a pioco of soft gray 
chamois skin, or, if that bo too quiet for 
your taste, any color you profor. Cut a 
section a little wider than your cards 
are long and as long as four timos their 
width, plus tho oxact depth of the pack 
when piled ouo upon tho other. 

Turn ovor at each end a piece tho ox- 
act width of ono card, so as to form 
two pockets of equal size. Cut from 
tho chamois four strips, each ns Jong 
as tho pockets aro dcop and as wide as 
half tho depth of tho ontiro pack of 
cards. Loavo ouo end of each straight 
and round tho othors slightly at oacli 
corner. Then, with oxtremo neatness, 
overhand one to each end of each pock- 
ot, so as to close tho openings, lotting 
tho curved end form tho back. Whou 
that is dono, paint. upon oach pockot a 
hoart, a club or any ono of tho symbols 
used. Closotho oaso and paint a similar 
design on the outside. Then follow all 
tho edges with a doublo lino of black. 

You will find the case a most com- 
plete and practical ono, besides being a 
real economy, for it keeps tho cards in- 
tact and in perfect condition. Slip half 
tho pack into oach pockot, then fold it, 
ono over the othor. No dust can outer. 
No cards can slip out. Tho caso is orna- 
mental and can bo kept always within 
roach. A moro complete triflo it is diffi- 
cult to lind, and from the testimony of 
an onthusiastio card playor it would 
soem to fill a long felt want.

THE PORTFOLIO OF GRUMBLING. 

To the Editoh : — Having boon abaonl 
for a timo from Victoria I was unablo to 
contributo a few linoa in roply to Mr, 
William Wilson'a doleful, mischievous and 
unbusinesslike atatomontB. It is quite truo 
that a British Pacitio railway company 
w»b incorporated by tho legialaturo, and a 
land grant given it on cortaln conditions, 
aa to commencement, oto. ; but no sano man 
with any idea of business could lor an in- 
stant Imagino that this company, on tho 
strength of tho land grant alone, could com- 
mence and ooutinuo tho conBtruction of this 
road. Bsforo application can bo mado 
to any municipality or to tho Dominion 
for a monoy grant tho company must first 
bo able to show that lis subscribed capital, 
stock taken and salo of bonds, places It in a 
position to carry the work to complotion. 

The unsatisfactory condition of railways 
for tho last two yoara on tho American con- 
tinent docs not make it an oasy matter to 
float bonds for any schomo. Nor has thoro 
boon an cavernosa in European monoy mar- 
kets for Colonial or Amorloan railway eoour- 
ItieB. This state of things will, however, 
soon pasa away, and in tho meantime pa- 
tienco must bo exorolaed. Mr. Wilson 
ought to know that tho Canadian Paclfio 
railway company, compoBod of wealthy wan, 
with a monoy bonus of twenty-fivo millions 
of dollars and twouty-fivo million acres of 
land, could nob oommenae to build 
until its stock was taken, and 
ita land grant bonds floated, 
and with all this booking of mouoy and Isn 1 
ao low did tholr reBourocs and orodib run, 
that it broko down whon tho road was half 
finished, and could not have gone on unless 
tho Dominion government had como to Its 
assistance with o loan of thirty millions of 
dollars ; but no othor road can expect simi- 
lar liboral troatmont), as tho C.P.R. was a 
road tho govornmont waafplodgod to build 
at any oost. Mr. Wilaon la rich ; why dooB 
ho not take some of tho fltook of tho British 
Pacific, instead of fault-finding? 

Tho faoi of the matter ia that Mr. Wilson 
la a horrid grumblor.; buttonholea everyone 
who will listen, to run down tho govern- 
ment and tho oountry and tolls the 
; poor struggling pooplo that thoy may 



look for a continuation of hard times. 
Such men aroa nuiBanco and a ourso to tho 
oountry and should bo drummod out of it. 
Fow men havo reason to bo more grateful to 
tho country for what ib haB dono fir thorn 
than Mr. Wilaon, and no ono Is more un- 
gratoful than ho is. Ho gloats over tho 
falluros and commercial diBaatora in the Do- 
minion instead of being patioub and patri- 
otic aud not directing attention to weak 
parts. Ho must have very crooked idoas 
who trloB to provo that our importations 
from Eastern Canada amount to a tax lovlod 
by the Dominion government. Wo make 
our purchases voluntarily in tho East, and 
if wo did not buy thoro tho purohase monoy 
would be sent out of tho country to buy 
olsowhoro. Wo buy in Canada beoauso wo 
buy cheaper. Mr. Wilson's grumbling will 
not bring prospority, but will do harm to 
tho country. It ho cannot uao his tongue 
and pon for bonofioiul purposes, instead of 
what he now does, it would really bo a good 
thing If he left tho oountry.

Tho sanitary investigat 
iug committee bus askod Miss Gannon 
and Miss Hands to booomo tho only 
women members. At present theso two 
promising young women aro at work on 
the plana for a model hotol for women 
to bo built shortly. 

In a number of rocoLt photographs of 
the Countess Castellano, noo Miss Anna 
Gould, the favorite pose, judging from 
its froquout recurrence, was standing 
with ono hand rostiug on hor hip. This 
poso as well as sitting with tho logs 
orossod is at present tho voguo among 
misguided photographers to got what 
thoy mistakenly suppose to bo an artis- 
tio offect. Women before tho oamera 
should remember that likonosses go 
down to posterity not as Kpocimous of 
tho photographer's bad taste, but as rep- 
resentations of thonisolves, and in really 
refined and cultivatod sooiety to stand 
with ono's hands on ono's hips or sit 
with crossed logs is today as muoh tho 
prerogative of tho Billingsgato fishwives 
as it was in our grandmothers' time. 

Tho chafing dish is an indisponsablo 
factor to tho comfort of overy woll rog- 
ulatod household. It is wonderful how 
admirably this simplo /lish adapts itself 
to tho oxigouoies of overy ocoasion. 
Oystors aro never so good as whon 
sorvod from a chafing dish. And a loh- 
stor a la Nowborg (so say epicures) only 
has tho proper flavor whon proparod in 
this way. To avoid confusion, whon 
guests aro expected, a fow things should 
bo proparod boforohand. Tho butter 
Hhould bo measured and placod on a 
dainty plato. Eggs should bo whipped, 
oroam measured, salt, popper, sauces, 
catchups and wino near by, as woll as 
spoons of various sizos for measuring 
and stirring, tho lamp filled and 
matches handy. If rabbit is on tho 
monu, have tho chooso gratod; if lobstor 
a la Newborg, havo tho lobstor out in 
piocos. With all preliminaries arranged 
aud matorials at hand, tompting dishes 
can bo easily proparod, tho hostess 
gracefully presiding as goddoss of tho 
chafing dish. 

Tho "bath bun" (so say authorities 
on tho subjoct) is to bo tho corroot stylo 
of arranging tho hair during thoprosont 
spring and summer. It suggests a wa- 
terfall at tho back of tho head and is 
vory English and very hideous. Miss 
Olga Nothersolo, tho English actress; 
Mrs. Langtry and Miss Uissy Fitzgerald 
aro among tho well known women of 
the stago who have alroady adoptod tho 
fashion. It is mado by fastening tho 
hair as tightly as if beginning a French 
twist, vory low down in tho neck. Noxt 
divide the hair into two parts. Take tho 
upper part and form it into tho figuro 8. 
Arrango tho under strand in the samo 
way, building ono coil almost over tho 
othor. Placo tho hands top and bottom 
of tho knot, pushing it out in tho cen- 
ter. 

A now way to prepare eggs is timoly 
at this season when eggs aro plentiful 
and cheap. Broak tho eggs into a bowl, 
yolks and whites togother, boating thor- 
oughly. Add a tcaspoonful of cream to 
each egg. Season with salt and popper. 
Havo ready on tho firo a saucopan of 
molted butter. Do not cook ovor too hot 
a firo. Pour in tho oggs, stirring and 
scraping from tho bottom of tho sauco- 
pan without ceasing until tho prepara- 
tion is as smooth as buttor. Remove 
from tho fire, continuing to stir for a 
few moments. Servo on hot buttorod 
toast, garnished with parsley. 

A perfoot neck is not often soon. Tho 
shouldors may bo round aud plump and 
tho skin whito and fine, yot ugly hol- 
lows and distinct shadows of tho collar 
bono spoil tho contour. Let any woman 
with suoh a nock try tho following gym- 
nastics 15 minutes night aud morning 
for a month: Push tho arms out straight 
in the front of tho body four times, then 
tho samo movomout with tho arms up 
in tho air, noxt from tho sidos and 
finally backward, always with tho 
shoulders thrown back, tho head eroot 
and tho chin woll in. Massage with 
cocoa buttor is an oxcollont thing to 
mako tho nock and shouldors fat and 
smooth. Singing lessons ofton improve 
tho throat as muoh as tho voice itself. 
A porfoctly shaped arm is often unsight- 
ly bocauso of a boofy roughuoss on tho 
back. This is tho rosult of bad circula- 
tion and oan positively bo cured by a 
daily vigorous rubbing with a flosh- 
brush. 

Tho terra woll groomed has bocomo 
almost as common whon appliod to wom- 
en as to horsoa and moans practioally 
tho samo thing. To bo woll drossod, 
woll gloved and woll shod is a nooossity, 
n oommonplaco, and does not consti- 
tute being woll groomod. Tho woman 
who roally dosorvos tho epithet woll 
groomed must havo hands that show the 
maniouro's care, feet that show tho at- 
tention of a pediourist and hair that in 
ovory souse is a crowning glory. Tho 
dovices of hot irons and crimping pins 
aro no lougor employed. Thoy aro tho 
work of au ordinary hairdresser. Tho 
woll groomod woman knows that a nat- 
ural Boftuoss and wavo to her hair can 
only bo acquired by constant care aud 
brushing. A bath ovory day is likowiso 
essential. All this, it must bo admit- 
ted, leaves very littlo timo for muoh 
olso in tho clay, but this is what consti- 
tutes being a woll groomod woman.

"The Pacifio Coast Stoamahip Company, 
says the San Franolaco Chronicle, "has not 
Bucoeedod in recapturing its monopoly of 
the ooean traffic botwoen this port and 
Pugot Sound. Within a week the battl 
will be renowod with ovon more determina 
tion and brightor proapoota than beforo by 
Meyer & Ackerman, who suoceedod in low 
ering freight and passenger rates between 
San Francisco and tho Soumd to a figure 
that rondored ocean voyages cheaper than 
living at a hotol. Whon tho announcement 
was made in a dispatch from Soattlo several 
days ago that tho Bteamer Farallon, which 
had been running in opposition to tho 
Pacific Coast line, had boon withdrawn from 
the fight and sold, thero was weoping and 
wailing among tho merohants, who had 
hoped that tho war would at least oontinuo 
long onough to give them an opportunity 
to give ovidenco of their laok of love for tho 
monopoly. Now comes tbo news that 
Meyer & Ackerman are not out of the fight 
at all, but instead are in it, hotter equipped 
than ever. Tho sudden discontinuance of 
tho Farallon'a trips to tho Sound and the 
sale of the steamer was not a surrender. 
The Farallon, it appears, was not fitted for 
the business she was engagod in, and Meyer 
& Ackerman wanted to get rid of her. Sho 
was too small to handle tho freight offered 
her at etch end of her run, and she was 
scarcely fast onough, nor properly equipped, 
for a passenger boat." 

ARRIVES FROM HONOLULU. 

An arrival in Boyal Beads yestorday was 
the ship Hawaiian Isles, Capt. Kurstel, 17 
days from Honolulu. Sho was brought in 
from sea by the tug Sea Lion of Port Towns- 
end ; she ia here f Jr orders, but will, it is 
expo: ed, load lumber. While hero sho 
will probably enter dook for cleaning and 
painting. Captain Knostel reports no inci 
dents of interest on his voyago or during his 
stay in Honolulu. Whon he left the 
Hawaiian islands there were no disturbances 
and the political situation had undergone no 
recent change. The U. S. warahip Phila- 
delphia was the only armed foreigner then 
in port. Six days after tho Hawaiian Isles 
Bailed, the barkentine Stamford was expect- 
ing to leave. She is also coming here for 
lumber. 

SEALING LICENSES. 

Collector A. R. Milne has received the 
Bealing licenses from Obtawa for this year's 
Behring sea fleet. They are very 
similar to those issued last year, bub comply 
probably more olosely with the reguiotions 
adopted by the Paris tribunal. The fitneBs 
of seal hunters for their work ia something' 
that particular attention is paid to this year 
and which was little notioed last year al 
though the law then was as it Is now.

Futoher objected to mixed schools 
and said he would liko his ohildron moved 
from tho South Park to the Central school, 
as at tho latter thero wore separate classes 
for boys and girls. 

The Chairman and TruBtee Lowis will aot 
as a special committee on the question. 

The reports of attendance for April 
showed aotual daily attendance, 1,824 0(i ; 
average, 1,709 89 ; pupils aotu»lly attend- 
ing, 2,135 ; average per toachor, 4,157. 

On motion of Trustoo Marohant tho Chair- 
man was requested to arrango with the Su- 
porintondout of Eduoation the details of 
tho closing examinations of the schools. 

Trustee Marchant said that thinking 
over tho mutter of night schools he was not 
sure whether the board had a right to ar- 
range night schools without the oonsonb of 
the city. He therefore moved that the 
secretary be instruoted to address tbo oity 
council respecting tho institution of the 
night school, detailing tho board's plans and 
requesting the oounoil's endorsation. This 
was oarried. 

Trustee Marchant next Bpoke in praise 
of swimming as a useful accomplishment, 
and moved that the committee in charge of 
the arrangements to ba made for the exhibi- 
tion by Mr. Killick be instruoted to obtain 
an estlmato of the ooab of such a bath and 
find out what arrangements oould be made 
for placing It in a suitable position. 

Upon tho assuranco that the resolution 
did not bind tho board to anything It was 
passed without opposition. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant and Trustee SaunderB 
wero appointed a committee of two to look 
into the reports of the principals of the 
sohoolB on the introduotion of music Into 
tho schools. The reports did not sot forth 
any definito plan, but several favorod tho 
tonic sol-fa system.
